In the Court of Appeal, the Master of the Rolls 
and Lords Justices Fry and Lopes gave judgment 
in the case of Wilson v. Glossop. ‘The action was 
bro: in the Leeds County Court to recover the 
suw of £40 for forty weeks’ maintenance of the 
wife of the defendant. The defendant pleaded 
his wife's adultery, and it appeared that in a suit 
for divorce instituted by him the jury found that 
be had connived at his wife's adultery. ‘The 
Divisi Court, before whom the case came on 
appeal, consisting of Justices Mathew and Cave, 
upheld the judgment in favour of the plaintiff, on 
the ground that where a husband had connived at 
his own dishonour no wrong had been done him, 
and that he was not entitled to set up his wife's 
adultery as a defence to an action for her main- 
tenance.—'!"heir lordships dismissed the appeal on 
the same grounds that bad been relied upon in

His evidence was so inaccurate as to cause the 
magistrate to tell him bluntly he did not 
believe him and to discharge the girl. Clearly, 
then, this is a case for investigation by the 
commissioner, in the interests of the constable, 
if he is innocent ; of the girl, if he is guilty ; 
and of the police and the public in any case. 
We trust that Sir Charles Warren will not 
fail to see the necessity for a prompt and full 
inquiry, as nothing is more calculated to injure 
the force in the eyes of the people than the 
idea that it is possible for a policeman to do 
what Bloy is suspected of having done and to 


escape detection and punishment.

Richard Elden, proprictor of a public-hovee in 
Southwark, was summoned to the olice court of 
the district on Wednesday by the Excise authori- 
ties for selling beer diluted with 14 per cent. 
of water. He pleaded guilty, and was fined £30. 

A railway is to be constructed by the Govern- 
ment of Dutch India, mainiy ior the purpose of 
working the Sumatra coal mines. The coal is 
said to be of a superior quality, and the quantity 
contained in the coaliields is estimated at 
200,000,000 tons. 

According to reports from Cuba a serious con- 
dition of affairs exists at Havana and Matanzas, 
where the inhabitants are terrorised by outlaws, 
and have demanded protection from the Captain- 
general. Business there is partially paralysed. 

At the Brighton Railway Company’s meeting on 
Wednesday. Mr. Laing said the South-Eastern 
Cowpany’s resolution to submit. the proposals for 
a truce toa committee of shareholders could not 
be accepted, and there was an end of the negotia- 
tious. 

A bill has been submitted to the Federal 
Council authorising the conclusion of a loan for 
carrying out the new German Military Organisa- 
tion Bill.

In consequence of the depression in the Stafford- 
shire earthenware trade, it has been determined 
by the china and earthenware manufacturers of 
the Potteries to form an association to raise and 
maintain a higher and more remunerative level 
of prices. 

In the Dankruptey Court on Wednesday, Mr. 
Registrar Giffard re'used an application by Lord 
Colin Campbell for a certificate to relieve him of 
the disability of holding certain appointments, the 
registrar rewarking that it could not be said the 
bankruptcy had been brought about purely by 
misfortune. 

It was reported to the Gleucester board of 
guardians on Tuesday that 340 persons in two 
districts of the city had refused to have their 
children vaccinated, and the officers asked for 
instructions. ‘The board thereupon decided, by 
eighteen votes to eight, that none of the defauiters 
should be prosecuted. 

The Russian Government contemplates estab- 
lishing a tax of 3 per cent. on the net protits 
of those railway companies which do not enjoy by 
statute absolute immunity from taxation. A tax 
will also be imposed on the additional dividends 
of railways the revenues of which are guaranteed 
by the State. 

Large sums have been subscribed for the relief 
of distress in Deptford and Greenwich, and, in 
consequence of the re-opening of works which had 
long been closed and the starting of extensive 
public undertakings in various parts of the dis- 
trict, the condition and prospects of the working 
classes are greatly improved.
